Closed for Season 

The Provincial Gzvernment seed 
cleaning and grading plant at Bdmon- 
ton has been closed for the season, 
and no more cleaning will be done un- 
tilafter the grain from the new crop 
comes in the fall. 

Co-operative Hay Shipping 

The Co-operative Livestock Ship- 
ping Association at Coronation re- 
ports successful shipments of hogs 
and cattle to the Calgary Stockyards. 
On a $9.50 market for hogs, selling 
expenses, freight, commissions, insur- 
ance, etc., absorbed about 50 cents per 
100 pounds,leaving the psoducers $9.00 
per 100 tbs. off the cars at Calgary. 
The shrinkage between Coronation 
and Calgary was 3 3-4 pounds per hog. 
The farmers producing-the hogs con- 
sidered the co-operative shipping very 
satisfactory. 

New Acts Take Effect 

Alberta’s new debt adjustment act 
will become effective on, June ist. 
Commissioner E. J. Fream, of the pub- 
lic utilities board, who is commission- 
er for The Drought Relief’ Act in 
southern Alberta, has been appointed 
director for the new act. 

The provisions of The Children of 
Unmarried Parents Act comes into 
effect on June ist. 

The Slot Machine Tax Act becomes 
operative on June 1st. This Act im- 
poses a license fee of $50.00 per year 
for these machines. A test case in 
connection with this Act will be taken 
to the courts, 


Montana Has Her Troubles 


The Scientific Farmer, published. at 
Mossmain, Montana, reflects the re- 
sults of the past couple of years’ 
drought conditions in Montana when 
it asks: “What is the matter with 
Montana? During the past two years 
one hundred banks have failed, twen- 
ty-five per cent of the farms have been 
abandoned, and fifty thousand people 
have left the state.” 


Western Cattle Are Healthy 


Alberta purebred cattle which were 
entered in the accredited herd tests 
for the year ending March 31st, 1922, 
came through with next to the lowest 
fecord of reactors, being second to 
British Columbia which was the clean- 
est with a percentage of 4.94 per cent 
Teactors, while Alberta had 6.03 per 
cent. The report of the veterinary 
director-general which has just been 
issued shows that there were in all 
32,043 head of cattle tested in Canada, 
of which there were 4,740 reactors, a 
percentage of 14.79, the compensation 
paid being $533,161. 


Part of Sedgewick Farm Sold 


The Provincial Government has re- 
cently disposed of a portion of the 
Demonstration Farm at Sedgewick, 
which was established there several 
years ago. The half section sold 
eomprised the main part of the farm, 
and on which the farm buildings were 
located. The province still owns a 
half section to the south of the por- 
tion. sold, and under the agreement 
the Government retains one dwelling 
and two. barns which will be moved 


to this part of the farm. It is planned 
to dispose of the remainder of the 
farm as soon as possible. In the 
meantime, the half section still held 
by the Department of Agriculture will 
be rented for the present year. 
«Trans-Canada Highway 
On Tuesday morning the plans for 
the Trans-Canada Highway were laid 
before the Minister of Public Works 
by Dr. Doolittle,President of the Cana- 
dian Automobile Association. So far 
as Alberta is concerned we will have 
two branches of the main highway. 


This ‘highway runs from Halifax to’ 


Regina, where it forks, one branch 
going west by way of Moose Jaw, 
Medicine Hat, Calgary and Banff to 
Vancouver, and the other going west 
by Saskatoon, Battleford, .Hdmonton 
and Jasper Park to Vancouver. This 
will put a main line highway through 
each of Alberta’s great National 
Parks. Mr. Ross, Minister of Public 


Works, approved of the plans, and, 


said he intended to make a personal 
inspection of the Jasper Highway 
route. He left this week on this 
trip of inspection. 
Highway Engineers Meet 

H. P. Keith, District Road Inspector 
for Alberta, Lethbridge; Mr. Harlow, 
State Highway Engineer, Montana; 
and a Dominion Government engineer, 
held a conference at Cardston this 
week to discuss the “park to park” 
highway proposition.

The cen- 
tral supply stations at Edmonton, Cal- 
gary, Munson, Medicine Hat and Leth- 
bridge are equipped with supplies for 
poison bait to meet any demands 
which may be made. ‘The provincial 
organization covering the unorganized 
portions of the country is complete, a 
number of the officials who were on 
the work last year ‘being employed.

| BONAR LAW RESIGNS 


Country Greatly Shocked at Forced 
Decision of the Premier. 


(Crowded.out last week.) 

London, May 21.—Right Hon. And- 
rew Bonar Law, the prime minister, 
sent his resignation to the king last 
Sunday night because of ill-health; 
he was unable to present it personally. 
Thus ends the Canadian-born pre- 
mier’s brief, but eventful administra- 
tion, and it ends with important and 
perplexing problems, particularly 
Great Britain’s relations with Frarce 
and Russia, unsettled. 

The king will summon one of the 
Conservative leaders to form a tlew 
cabinet. It is generally expected 
that Marquis Curzon will be the next 
premier. ‘ 

The crisis comes upon the govern- 
ment in the midst of the holiday, 
when parliament is dispersed and few 
members of the government are in 
London. '

Bravated condition of (Mr. Bonar 
Law’s health. It is officially stated 
that the king has no intention of in- 
‘tterrupting his visit to Aldershot. In 
‘any case, if necessity arises, he is only 
an hour’s drive from London. Ac- 
‘cording to present plans he_ will re- 
‘turn to Buckingham Palace Friday.

The pigs at this age have very greedy 
appetites, and they are very apt to 
gorge themselves, which will result 
in pot-belffes. Feed often, but never 
all that they. would like to eat. Green 
feed, such as .an alfalfa pasture, is 
needed, and is of great value.

PROHIBITION ELSEWHERE 


In accordance with our policy of 
trying to give our readers all possibie 
information which may enable them 
to form a wise opinion on the ques- 
tion of prohibition before the time 
comes for the vote to be taken in 
November next, we publish in this 
issue some facts and opinions as to 
the working of opium prohibition ia 
China. It will be seen that the opin- 
jons of high and disinterested authori- 
ties differ on it as sharply as they 
differ among us on the question of al- 
coholic prohibition, and that the 
issue’ between them resembles closely 
the issue with us, namely, whether 
the evil resulting from trying to en- 
force. a law ahead of public opinion, 
as it'is now, is so great as to make it 
unwise for the legislature to try to 
lead. and form public opinion by the 

pasing of the law in ‘the hope that as 
time goes on, opposition to it will 
grow less, and the reform aimed at 
will ‘be attained. 


THE CHILDREN’S EMPIRE DAY 
CELEBRATION 


The gathering of the school children 
in the Méthodist Church, on the after- 
noon of Wednesday, the 23rd, for the 
annua] Empire Day celebration, was 
an excellent thing. Patriotism cannot 
be taught as arithmetic or grammar 
can, but within certain limits patriotism 
can be encouraged. At least it is 
unwise, to put it mildly, to ignore any 
demonstrations of regard or service 
for one’s country and one’s Empire. 
If the encouragement is*done in the 
right way, the results can only be 
good. We rather think that in view 
of. the extreme youth of some of the 
children, it might be well to lay more 
stress on the musical side of the pro- 
speeches, 
which except under the most favor- 
able circumstances are apt to tire the 
little ones. It was quite obvious on 
Wednesday that the really excellent 
plan of teaching the children to sing 
while marching out in regular order 
attracts them immensely. There was 
a heartiness as well as a melody about 


the singing of familiar old songs 
which was very appealing. It seems 
a pity that more of the children’s 


parents do not attend on such oc 
casions. Example is always better than 
precept, and if the children saw 
their elders willing to give up 
some of their time to joining in such 
a celebration, the impression made on 
the young people would probably be 
deeper. It is. not well that time 
for dances 
and bridge parties, but not for joining 
the chfldren in giving thanks for the 
privileges of freedom and_ safety, 
which do not by anyY means exist all 
over the world as a matter of 
course. Qur: readers may judge this for 
themselves if they will read the let- 
ter of a British officer published in 
this issue as to the condition of things 
in Abyssinia, where the natives re- 
ceive neither advice nor government 
from white peoples. To those who are 
inclined toindulge in cheap sneers at 
imperialism, this letter might be a 
wholesome rebuke.

OPIUM PROHIBITION IN CHINA 


Those who know anything of the his- 
tory of the ojium question in China, 
know that the British Empire cannot 
regard it with a wholly easy con- 
science. What have been called the 
Chinese ‘Opium Wars do not rebound 
to the credit of the Empire. By treaty 
the right was secured to Great Britain 
of exporting opium from India to 
China, and a large revenue resulted to 
the Indian Governmentfrom this trade. 
Public opinion in Great Britain, how- 
ever, became more and more opposed 
to it, and by a series of treaty agree- 
ments beginning in 1907 the Indian 
Government finally abandoned wholly 


the right to import to China. The 
condition of these agreements was 
that C1i'n1 should suppress the 


growth of the poppy plant and the 
manufacture of opium in China itself, 
and for a time China made genuine 
and largely successful efforts to do 
this. Unfortunately, there is some 
ground for the opinion that this suc- 
cess was not due to a moral reformh 
of public opinion in China, but to ap- 
peals to antli-foreign feeling there. 
The opium traffic was associated with 
foreign encroaching powers, and its 
suppression could be represented as 
a blow at foreign interference in 
China. Anyhow, as soon as the im- 
portation from India finally stopped, 
manufacture began to {increase again 
in China, at first rather furtively, but 
as time went on more and more open- 
ly. The anarchy in to which China 
has lapsed since it became nominally 
a republic, a few years ago, has help- 
ed this. Provincial governors, prac- 
tically independent of the central gov- 
efnment at Pekin, have encouraged 


‘{ze and control ‘the traffic. 


the traffic to fill their own pockets, 
until now it has reached almost the 
same “Hmensions as before prohibi- 
tion was introduced. It is said that 
the officials everywhere connive at it, 
and as a result.a reign of corruption 
and smuggling has set in in China. 
So bad have things become that- Sir 
Francis Aglen, the, British Inspector- 
General of the, Chinese [Maritime 
Customs (which™ are under foreign 
control) has. ‘recently suggested that 
the Chinese government should legal- 
This sug- 
gestion has caused a great sensation, 
and has called from. Sir John Jordan, 
also for long years associated with 
the Chinese Government as an advis- 
er, an emphatic protest. Sir Francis 
Aglen holds that the government con- 
trol and gradual suppression of the 
traffic are far superior to the attempt 
at total prohibition which has not the 
upport of public opinion behind it, 
and he expresses himself as alarmed 


-Lat the demoralisation of public offi-. 


cials. which has resulted from the uni- 
versal smuggling and. bribery. | Sir 
John Jordan, on the other hand, in a 
recent letter. to the London Times, de- 
nied that it was impossible to rally 
Chinese public opinion to the cause 
of prohibition and attributes the pres- 
ent situation to the complete break- 
down of all ordered government in 
China, which is at present a prey to 
nimbers of rival brigands and adven- 
turers calling themselves Provincial 
Governors, and maintaining hordes of 
undisciplined soldiers who simply live 
on plundering the country. 

Both Sir Francis Aglen and Sir 
John Jordan have long practical ex- 
perience of China. Yet they appear 
to hold flatly contradictory opinions 
on this question. The one holds that 
without the support of public opinion 
prohibition is a demoralizing force. 
The- other ‘holds that public opinion 
may by degrees ‘be created and’rallied 
in favour of prohibition, which would 
then become effective. _ Both are 
agreed on the wholly evil effects of 
the use of cpium. They differ only 
as to the relative effectiveness of 
different means of suppression. The 
one looks at the situation as it now 
is. The other looks at it as he hopes 
{t might become with resolute effort. 

There is a parallel between the 
Chinese opium’situation and our own 
alcoholic drink situation, though it 
must be -barne in mind that the--use 
of opium 4s far more~harmfyl than 
the use of alcohol and apparéntly ‘al- 
most impossible to keep within the 
bounds of moderation, if any such 
bounds exist in such a case. |

THE RESIGNATION OF THE 
BRITISH PRIME MINISTER 
s : 


The break-down. of his health has 
compelled ‘tthe British ‘Prime Minister, 
Mr.-Bonar Law, to resign this posi- 
tion, and he has ‘been succeeded as 
head of the government by Mr. Stan- 
ley Baldwin, Chancellor of the Bx- 
chequer. Canada took an unusual in- 
terest in Mr. Bonar Law, for he was 
the first Canadian-born ‘Prime /Minis- 
ter of Great Britain,.though by parent- 
age and up-bringing he is a Scotsman. 
There will, therefore, be general re- 
gret on personal grounds that he has 
been able to ‘hold the highest post in 
the Empire for only about, six 
months. The regret will be the more 
felt because of the solid unobtrusive 
good work that the did’ for the Empire 
during the late war. SBverybody will 
hope that his health will improve 
with rest and that his political career 
is by no means ended. 

His resignation comes when poli- 
tics in Great Britain are in an inter- 
esting and not too easy a_ position. 
The Conservative party came into 
power last November on a mainly 
passive or negative policy. The 
country was alarmed at the wayward 
inconsistency of Mr. Lloyd George in 
foreign politics, and at the prospett 
of serious internal difficulties with 
the Labour Party and possibly the 
Communists. Peace at home and: 
abroad was the wish of the country, 
and in fulfilment of that “wish the 
Conservatives obtained a decisive ma- 
jority in the House of’ Commons, 
though that majority represented a 
minority of the ‘electors. Since then 
the Government has not had an 
easy time of it. A party whose policy 
is mainly negative is rather like an 
army standing always on an _ inert 
defensive, which gives its enemy a 


‘chance to look at his ‘leisure for a 


suitable place and mode of attack 
and to choose the time for making it. 
Unemployent, housing shortage, high 
taxation, and a continued threat of 
new war in restless Europe, have 
made the Government's task very diffi- 
cult, for the cry of tranquility and 
peace cannot be kept up with nothing 
else to support it. Now that the at- 
tractive personality of Mr. Bonar Law 
is gone from the government, the 
task is not likely to be easier, unless 
the new Prime Minister shows unusual 
skill. He has come to the front very 
quickly from being an almost un- 
known private member, and his course 
will be watched with curiosity as woil 
as interest. 

It is highly undesirable from the 
standpoint of Canada and the Enripire 
that the political situation in Great 
Biitain should be disturbed in the 
n2ar future. The Imperial Confer- 
ence jis fixed for this Autumn, when 
very important questions ‘of Empli-e 
development and co-operation will be 
discussed, which may affect the pusl. 
tien of Canada for some time to 
come. Immigration, trade preference 
within the Empire, and questions of 
defence will all have to be consider- 
ed. ard a stable government in Great 
Britain with a settled policy will he 
needed to give them due considera 
tion. So far the present Canadian 
ecvernment has shown itself distinct- 
ly in favour of the trade preference, 
half-hearted in matters of immigra- 
tion, and indifferent, not-to say hos-

Now, the children of the human race 
are slow in reaching maturity. Both 
nature and 
roughly speaking set about 21 years 
as the period of growth. Till’ matur- 
ity is reached the child, if if is:to attain 
its best possible development, needs 
care and. assistance, and in the nature 
of things it is from its parents that it 
will best receive such aid, It follows: 
from ‘this that the ‘continued unbrok- 
en marriage relationship is that - de- 
signed by nature for the highest. wel- 
fare of the species, and the unneces- 
sary interruption of that relationship 
is against the law of nature and is 
therefore immoral.

home, but as a temporary association, 
in which the sole bond is personal 
ised~ society is fatally shaken.

It is some- 
thing strange that reformers who. 
recognise the essential morality of di- 
vorce in the case of a ‘hopelessly un- 
successful marriage, ‘or in-the case 
where one party has been unjustly 
wronged, and who yet recognise the 
dangers. involved in allowing divorces 
under such circumstances, have ap- 
parently failed to meet the difficulty 
by the suggestion of certain sanc- 
tions accompanying the divorce. If 
the brutal or unfaithful ‘husband. were 
to receive not merely divorce but also 
B severe flogging and a sentence of 
penal servitude, there would be a 
speedy end to the now common col- 
lusive divorce cases, and a consider- 
able improvement in the conduct of 
many husbands. Of course, corres- 
ponding penalties appropriate to the 
sex would have to be inflicted on an 
erring wife, and where both were 
shown to be at fault, both _should 
suffer. The law should give no coun- 
tenance’ whatever to the frivolous and 
thoughtless entry on what should be 
an essentially serious partnership. 
It is an amazing thing that modern 


ruin utterly and deliberately the life 
of agirl whom he has led into marry- 
ing him, and to do so with no pen- 
alty whatever but a decree of divorce 
and the payment of costs. Gan ,there 
be-any fate more horrible for «a 
young and innocent girl than to find 
herself tied for life to a brute who can 
make her life a livfng hell and yet 
keep comfortably within the bounds 
of the present criminal law? As- 
suredly there is need for reform here. 
What is sald on one side applies on 
the other, too, ‘but it is suggested that 
both for physical, economic and 
psychical reasons an unsuccess‘ul mar- 
riage tells more heavily on a woman 
than on a man. : 

The moral or natural law would 
seem to indicate that the perman 
ence of marriage ts to be fostered and 
encouraged in all possible ways, but 
that divorce should be granted in cas- 
es where by reason of misconduct, dis- 
‘ease or complete failure of mutual 
regard the marriage partnership has 
become a farce; and that in order to 
maintain the sanctity of marriage and 
prevent its dissolution being regard- 
ed with indifference, stringent person- 
al penalties should be enacted and 
enforced against the party or parties 
through whose fault the divorce has 
been rendered necessary.
